PARIS, Jan. 16.—The new Cabinet 
under Raymond Poincare went into 
power today with the publication in 
the official journal of 19 presiden- 
tial decrees, one for each Minister 
and Undersecretary of State. Albert 
Sarraut will be decreed the Minister 
of Colonies, the post he had in the 
Briand Cabinet, as soon as his ac- 
ceptance is received from Washing- 
ton, where he heads the French del- 
egation to the arms conferénce. 

The Department of Foreign Af- 
fairs was formally turned over today 
by former Premier Briand, who held 
the foreign portfolio, to Premier 
Poincare, who also is Foreign Min- 
ister in the new Cabinet. The trans- 


fer was effected at 3 o’clock, and 
shortly afterward M. Poincare re- 
ceived his first official visitor, Lord 
Curzon, British Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs. 

Premier Poincare yesterday eve- 
ning presented to President Mille- 
rand the names of the men he had 
chosen to participate in his minis- 
try. The President accepted the 
designations and M. Poincare de- 
clared the Cabinet crisis was ended.

Senator Paul Deschanel, who was 
Presid of France for a few months 
in 1920, resigning on account of ill 
health, has filed a bill in the Senate 
for an interpellation on the foreign 
policy of Premier Poincare.

M. Deschanel suggested that an ex- 
change of views was indispensable. 
Senator Deschanel’s speech on his 
interpellation will be his first since 
his resignation from the presidency 
in September, 1920.

SENATE BODY APPROVES 
ALLIED DEBT MEASURE 


Parts Objected to by Mellon 
Eliminated Despite Protests 
of Democratic Members. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The al- 

lied debt refunding bill was approved 

today by the Senate Finance Com- 


mittee after most of the provisions 
objected to by Secretary Mellon of 
the Treasury Department had been 
eliminated. Democratic members of 
the committee voted against the bill 
}in its perfected form. 

Provisions previously written in by 
'the committee which were stricken 
‘out called for semiannual interest 
payments and for interest at a rate 
of not less than 5 per cent. These 
were the provisions against which 
the Treasury objected on the ground 
that they would handicap the ad- 
ministration in the refunding nego- 
tiations with the foreign Govern- 
ments.

The late Lord Ashbourne, who 
died in 1913, was Lord Chancellor of

Their Prohibition at House 
Committee Hearing.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Adop- 
tion of a constitutional amendment 
prohibiting further issuance of tax- 
exempt securities was advocated to- 
day by Secretary Mellon, at a hearing 
before the House Ways and Means 
Committee. An amendment, he said, 
would have the tendency of increas- 
ing the interest rate on state and mu- 
nicipal bonds and would do much to 
check extravagance of states and 
municipalities. . 

Contending it would be better if 
all kinds of investments were subject 
to the same principle of taxation, the 
Secretary declared that personally he 
favored a ban on future issues of tax 
free securities so that a basis of un1- 
formity could be establisheé. 

Mellon estimated that $10,660,- 
000,000 in tax-exempt securities were

high as $16,000,000,000. 

Corporations, Mellon’ estimated, 
hold approximately $5,660,000,000 of 
outstanding tax-free bonds to satisfy 
requirements that they retain certain 
reserves.

PRESIDENT WANTS $156,000 FOR 
RELIEF OF DESTITUTE INDIANS 


Wards on 30 Reservations Are Said 
to Be in Dire Need Because of 
Crop Failures.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—An im- 
mediate appropriation of $156,000 is 
needed for the relief of destitute In- 


dians, President Harding today in- 
formed Congress. Declaring that the 
situation is so critical that it would 
be ‘‘unsafe’’ to delay action, he urged 
prompt passage of a resolution au- 
thorizing the expenditure. 

Failure of last year’s crop in many 
localities and the “industrial stagna- 
tion’’ were given as the main cause 
of destitution among Indians by In- 
dian Commissioner Burke, in a re- 
port which was forwarded to Speak- 
er Gillett by the President. Indians 
on 30 reservations are in dire need, 
Commissioner Burke said. 

A total of $375,000 was appropri- 
ated for relief of Indians during the 
fiscal year which ends June 30. Of 
this amount, Mr. Burke reported, 
only $700 remained.

He 
said that the bill for gas in his resi- 
dence from Oct. 29 to Nov.

It was almost as widely 
known that dairy maids or dairy 
men who got accidental infections 
from such cattle were immune to 
natural smallpox and refractory to 
the inoculated kind. It was experi- 
mented with by a number of men 
independently in England, France, 
Germany and even in Mexico, but 
for a long time no practical applica- 
tion was made on a large scale. Then 
in 1798 Edward Jenner, a physician 
of Gloucester, England, communi- 
cated the results of experiments he 
had made with a scientific ‘accuracy 
not to be excelled even today. 

“As a result, he converted the 
legends of dairy maids into an oper- 
ation that was in a few years ap- 
plied all over the world, and even 
now gives the name vaccination to 
many kinds of inoculation other.than 
cowpox.

Until soldiers from Spain, Algiers 
and Morocco took places in the 
trenches during the late war, there 
was not a single case of smallpox 
in the whole French army. 

The Philippine Islands have fur- 
nished one of the numerous lessons 
in vaccination. Before the Ameri- 
can occupation, smallpox was a con- 
stant and fatal disease. Forty thou- 
sand deaths annually were not un- 
common. Vaccination was practiced 
on an extensive scale after’ the 
coming of the Americans. From 
1909 to 1916 no death occurred in 
the city of Manila. Porto Rico and 
Cuba were practically freed of the 
disease by Americans bringing vac- 
cination. 

“Let me discuss some of the fea- 
tures of vaccination that bear on the 
continued existence of smallpox. If 
it is effective why is it that we still 
have so much smallpox. Like all 
good causes vaccination has_ suf- 
fered much from’ the over-enthu- 
siasm of its advocates. And it be- 
comes necessary in order to get good 
results to know all the details re- 
garding the benefits and also the 
limitations of vaccination. 

Great Epidemics Grow Fewer. 

“Smallpox still exists sporadically 
in many countries, and in the Unit- 
ed States in many towns and almost 
all large cities, and becomes epl- 
demic at times. But while both 
number and severity have always 
varied from time to time, great epi- 
demics and severe cases have be- 
come fewer, mild cases relatively 
more frequent, since the use of vac- 
cination. 

“A common statement among 
those who oppose or disbelieve in 
vaccination is that smallpox exists 
even in countries with vaccination, 
or with compulsory’ vaccination. 
Those who advocate vaccination ad- 
mit the fact, but draw from a care- 
ful study of the facts the conclusion 
that the cases depend upon imper- 
fections in the practice and that 
what is needed is better vaccination. 

“The duration of immunity by 
vaccination varies so much that defi- 
nite figures cannot be given. While 
a single vaccination may protect for 
life, repetition at intervals of not 
more than 10 years makes for safety, 
while all who are frequently exposed 
to smallpox should be vaccinated 

r rear.

Jn such countries the 
demand for vaccine is irregular. An 
epidemic of smallpox calls for more 
than the makers may have ready 
and then the material that has not 
been thoroughly tested upon ani- 
mals. for potency and purity will 
be forced into use.

ed. Moderately warm weather per- 
mits the wearing of thin clothing, 
less likely to injure the seat of op- 
eration than tight and heavy gar- 
ments. 

“There is still a widespread idea 
that vaccination causes a large 
sore, like a crater, with severe pain, 
high fever and alarming symptoms. 
Some people are proud of their nar- 
row escapes, thinking the protection 


against smallpox is in proportion to | 
this | 


the severity of the sore. All 
is wrong. The true vaccine vesicle 
is a very harmless thing, not in 
itself likely to set up dangerous 
symptoms. The bad sores, former- 
ly too common, are due chiefly to 
infections from dirty fingers. The 
lockjaw that sometimes occurs has 
the same origin. Millions of vac. 
cinations without complications 
show what can and should be at- 
tained. In all cases the operation 
should be followed up by experts, 
and any accidental variation treat- 
ed according to its characteristics. 

“Another objection to vaccination 
is based on the belief that by gen- 
eral hygiene, assisted by quaran- 
tine, smallpox can be eradicated. 
There is a fallacy here depending 
on the fact that each infectious dis- 
ease requires certain particular 
measures besides those included un- 
der the general idea of public 
health. Up to the present time we 
have found no method of protect- 
ing against smallpox that ap- 
proaches in certainty systematic 
vaccination. 

“Another common occurrence that 
shows misunderstanding is the clos- 
ing of schools when smallpox breaks 
out. So, in Kansas City children 
were obliged to be vaccinated or 
were excluded from school. If a}] 
had been vaccinated in the begin- 
ning, the revaccination would be 
comparatively geasy. Not everyone 
can be safely vaccinated at a given 
time, because some will have skin 
diseases that make it unsafe to yac- 
cinate them. The child excluded 
from school can hardly ever be kept 
off the street, or looked after as we] 
as it can be at the school by teach- 
ers, nurses and physicians. If the 
children who cannot be vaccinated 
are surrounded by vaccinated people 
in school and at home, they are part- 
ly protected. 

“It would be a serious mistake to 
speak of vaccination in St. Louis and 
not show how much is done by the 
Board of Health and the Schoo! 
Board. The Board of Health keeps 
a close watch on all suspected cases 


of smallpox, promptly segregates yn-

The electrical atmosphere of the movie world is 
crackling with sensations about the haloed head of 
the latest movie star, Will H. Hays. 

Mr. Hays, chairman of the Republican National 
Committee and Postmaster-General by the grace of 
President Harding, receives an offer of $100,000 a 
year. He hesitates “*twixt lucre and duty. He re- 
ceives an offer of $150,000. He consults the President. 
Although mindful of the call of patriotism and of his 
unmeasured value to his country and his party he 


‘cannot ignore the obligation he owes to his family. 


He must supply his dependents with bread and salt, 
fuel and furs. The President bows to necessity and 
consents to the sacrifice of the country and his ad- 
ministration. The irresistible call of the movies and 
the dire need of the Hayses cannot be denied. The 
most valuable man in America yields. Mr. Hays, 
drawn by the magnet of the biggest salary in Amer- 
ican business, reluctantly and majestically moves into 
the movies. 

The press agent gets busy again. Not only does 
Star Hays get $150,000 a year, but the heads of the 
movie industry insure his life for $2,000,000. Should 
Mr. Hays depart this life within the three-year period 
of his contract, the movie industry would not be 
wholly bereft and left stranded without a guide, coun- 
selor and friend; it would have $2,000,000—a tithe of 
its unmeasurable loss—and a bulwark against ruin. 
The millions who live and breathe in the picture 
theater would not be deprived at once of the joy of 
life. Other movie stars would be saved for a time 
from the poorhouse. 

One wonders what is the service Mr. Hays will 
perform that will be’ worth $150,000 a year and must 
be insured by a $2,000,000 policy.

The resignation of Premier Briand is unfortunate. 
It comes inopportunely, at a time when world diffi- 
culties apparently were clarifying. Apparently, too, 
Briand, after a year of vexing experiences which often 
called for adroit maneuvering, with an occasional 
gallery gesture, was on the eve of solid accomplish- 
ment. The Anglo-French treaty, for example, must 
more than meet the reasoned expectancy of ‘France, 
and its ratification would have put France in a po- 
sition to co-operate whole-heartedly with other na- 
tions in sound, generous measures of reconstruction.

It has compelled the planter to 
undertake a variety of crops and make uses of 
his land secure from the ravages of the little 
insect which has made cotton growing precari- 
ous. The boll weevil, like the old South, knows 
nothing but cotton. It pays no attention what- 
ever to anything else. The consequence is that 
the South is going in for grains and livestock. 
It is raising fruits and vegetables. This in- 
formant says there is none of the old-time col- 
lapse in the South of late except in the dis- 
tricts which persist in growing cotton alone. 
He thinks the boll weevil is to be with the 
South always, and if that is true the reign of 
King Cotton is one with the reign of the Kaiser. 
Not that cotton cannot be grown. It will be 
grown to some extent despite the boll weevil; 
but the South can never again risk its all in 
cotton. The significance of the South to us is 
therefore to increase. It is increasing, and we 
have some of the signs now of what our future 
economic relation to the South is to be. More 


livestock is coming here out of the South than 


we have ever known to come from that quarter. 
The South is shipping us grain, and it ig mak- 
ing syrups, lumber products, canned goods and 
many another thing of increasing importance 
to our trade. The author of this article says 
the South was impoverishing itself fertilizing 
for cotton. It sent out for that fertilizer, and 
the bank had to pay for it. Now the South, 
with rotation of crops, with legumes and with 
livestock, is renewing its soil with its own fer- 
tilizers. We can make no mistake if we 
strengthen our ties with the South. Some of 
the census sensations of the last decade came 
from that part of the country, and perhaps 
most of them will come from there when the 
next census is taken. Don't forget that the 
Mississippi rung through the South, and that 
here on the Mississippi we are related in terms 
of cheap transportation to the South over all
